PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31st  December,  19&7. 

The  number  of  livebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  ninety  one 
as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  thirty  two  during  the  previous  year. 

There  were  two  registered  stillbirths  and  one  infant  died  during  the 
first  year  of  life.  No  woman  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth 
cr  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  twenty  one, 
a decrease  of  two  from  the  figure  for  i960.  Forty  four  people  died 
of  heart  disease,  sixteen  of  ’stroke*,  and  twenty  two  people  died  of 
cancer. 

Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
one  person  died  of  the  disease.  In  order  to  trace  all  contacts  of  a 
notified  case  of  tuberculosis  the  Department  works  in  conjunction  with 
the  local  Chest  Physician. 

The  Council  is  to  be  commended  upon  its  progressive  housing  policy, 
and  upon  its  accurate  interpretation  o^  the  regulations  regarding  housing 
improvement  and  conversion. 

In  spite  of  the  economic  climate  the  Council  has  continued  with  its 
schemes  for  improved  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  and  has  thus  made  a 
notable  contribution  to  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public. 

During  the  year  Mr,  G-wyn  Jones  left  to  take  up  another  appointment 
and  in  his  place  we  welcomed  Mr.  Mansel  Hughes  as  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a section  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  will 
be  found  in  the  following  pages.

1 . SEWERAGE 


The  Gorsgoch  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  was  completed  in 
1967  and  Schemes  for  Llwyndafydd,  Nanternis  and  Caerwedros,  Ystrad  Aeron, 
Felinfach  and  Llanfair  Clydogau  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Preparations  were  also  being  made  for  the  commencement  of  new  Schemes 
for  the  villages  of  Cwmtydu,  Mydroily}  Drefach  and  Cellan. 


2.  DRAINAGE 

During  19&7,  68  applications  were  granted  for  conversion  from  the 
conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Sixty  two  new  drains  were  examined  and  tested. 


3.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  service  which  runs  quite  smoothly  covers  practically  the  whale 
of  the  district. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Llanarth 
and  Cilcennin. 

The  tips  are  kept  in  an  orderly  and  hygienic  condition  and  are  regularly 
treated  against  infestation  by  rodents  and  vermin. 

During  19&7  the  Council  enquired  at  Rhydeinon,  Llanarth  additional 
land  of  over  12  acres  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  the  original  site  having  * 
reached  capacity.
